MAY ATTAGK SHIPS

German-Turkish Alliance it is 
Thought is Planing New 
Place of Attack

LONDON, May The inference 
that. the German-Turkish alliance 
proposes to begin a submarine war- 
tare against vessels leaving the Sues 
canal, has been drawn from a note 
recently issued by the Turkish gov- 
ernment, In view of the successes of 
German submarines agains, British 
ships in the Dardanelles, such a pol- 
jey, it is felt here, might seriously 
menace niarine communication be- 
tween Kurape and the far east, 

A measage to the Reuter Telegram 
company by way of Amsterdam says 
the note, which ts addressed to friend- 
ly neutral powers, reads: “The im- 
Merial Ottoman government considers 
that the Hritish government has not 
fulfilled its obligations undertaken to- 
ward neutral powers by «the conven- 
tion of 1888 to keep no warships in 
the Suez canal, but is even now for- 
tifying this eanal and that the Freneh 
Fovernment with hostile intent against 


the Ottoman empire, has landed 
troops in Keypt, has,,hy these acts, 
heen placed under tite necessity of 


taking military measures for the pro- 
tection of its territory, of which Egypt 
forms ipart, and to extend hostililies 
to the Ruez ecarial,”’ 

To the foregoing, the note adds that 
if these measures prejudice neutral 
thips or goods it is clear that the res- 
ponsibility. will rest with the British 
and French governments,

NANAIMO, May 28.—All day to- 
day the work of cleaning up the 
levels of the reserve shaft and re- 


storing ventilation was carried on by 
a strong force of men, and as was 
anticipated rapid progress was made, 
By four o'clock, or 24 hours after 
the explosion occurred, all the bodies 
in the mine except three were recov- 
ered, 

The bodies of the three men still 
in the mine are supposed to be buried 
under a pile of debris. Work is now 
proceeding to get them out and it is 
stated that it will not take very long. 
The fact that such rapid progress 
should have been made indicates 
that the mine was litthe damaged by 
the explosion and that if rescue par- 
ties had had been on hand promptly 
the loss of life would have been very 
amall. It was mainly the ventilating 
brattice that was blown down and as 
this was replaced easily the other 
bodies would have been rescued soon 
had a large force arrived. The cave- 
ins were not very numerous and none 
of any magnitude,

Promoters 
have no night to ask entrance fees of 
the men who furnish their show, it is 
stated, but should, on tthe other hand, 
make definite “guarantees to drivers, 
said guarantee to (be unifonm to every- 
body, so that everyone may have an 
even chance. 

Amumber of other minor points are 
under discussion, such as the  pro- 
blem of properly fencing dirt tracks, 
standardization of racing contracts. 
etc., ete, These are to ‘be definitely 
settled in the near future and incor- 
porated in a set of by-laws. 

What the upshot of the matter will 
be is difficult to determine. To date 
only the drivers have expressed their 
opinion, the American Automobile As- 
sociation and various track owners 
withholding their views until they are
